With CoV. Kerner estimating that anticipated 
revenue is S97,500.OQ0 short of state appropria¬ 
tions for the next two years, the Horseshoe Lake 
park bill may stilt face a rocky road despite the 
sales tax increase. We hope that before he decides 
on the park measure late this month or in August, 
friends of the project will urge again that it be 
approved by his signature. 

Properly favoring a balanced budget, the 
governor aaya the payroll will be trimmed, service* 
reduced, some of the $34 npllion in special cap¬ 
ita] projects vetoed and other capital expenditures 
approved and frozen, to be "thawed" later if there 
are unexpected increases over the estimated stale 
income. 

Since the S3 'm m'illion lake park bill in¬ 
cludes a provision that,the funds must be shown to 
be available before being expended, it would seem 
that—at the minimum—there are grounds for hope 
of signing and temporary freezing.

There is justification for a high priority on Horse¬ 
shoe Lake development, since site coats will climb 
as time passes, and there wiJI be growing competi¬ 
tion for the use of land adjacent to the water.

School Districts Can Benefit 
From Simplified Treasurer System 

F.limination of the- towirship school treasurer 
system effective July I, 196'. will put the respon¬ 
sibility for school property and finances where it 
belongs—on the school boards. School districls 
throughout Madison and S|. Clair counties will 
have the opportunity to reduce costs and simplify 
fiscal procedures. 

Savings seem sure to result from abolishirig 
the township school trustee eleclions and from sub¬ 
stantially reducing—or eliminating—the salary of 
the treasurer, who is to be appointed by each board 
and will have less responsibility than under the ex¬ 
isting system. Duplicate bookkeeping and auditing 
also can largely be ended, further reducing the 
$30,000-p]us yearly cost in Madison county. 

No salary limit was ^ecified in the action by 
the General Assembly b^ause it was felt there- 
was belter chance of passage if the bill simply 
changed thp county population figure, allowing 
Cook county to retain the system but ending it in 
the two local counties and preventing it from be¬ 
ing reinstated in several others which passed 180,- 
000 in the I960 census. Dating back nearly two 
cenluriea the trustee program has been extinct 
since 1933 in 99 of the 102 Illinois counties. 

If school boards fail to stress economy in 
treasurer costs there are plans to seek stricter regu¬ 
lation an the I 96'!} legislative session. The proposal 
results from abuses in some areas, where township 
school treasurers hav^ been paid upwards of $2(1,- 
000 a year for routine, part-time duties. But a more- 
stringent law may not be necessary, for there are 
many outstanding examples of fiscal efficiency In 
guide bi-counly area school districts in their new 
duties and authority.
